Urge Assistance To Curb 
Spread Of Dutch Elm Here 



Although a cool spring held back 
the appearance of Dutch elm, the 
dreaded disease continues its in- 
roads in Antioch and vicinity. 

A check with Edgar S. Simonsen, 
superintendent of public works, re- 
vealB that there are a dozen or mora 
trees on village property slated to 
be taken down in the near future. 

Simonsen estimates there are well 
over 200 elm trees within the vil- 
lage limits, all faced with eventual 
destruction by the beetle-borne dis- 
ease unlesn a positive cure is uncov- 
ered in the immediate future. To 
date there is no known cure. 

Best guarantee against Dutch 
elm disease, however, is a healthy, 
well-pruned tree. 

Due to the fact that the spring 
was comparatively cool, the elm 
bark beetle which carries the dis- 
ease did not emerge as early as 
usual. The majority of the beetles 
emerged from dead elm wood dur- 
ing the week of June 12, some two- 



three weeks later than usual This 
new infection caused by these 
beetles will come later than normal. 

Most of the trees showing touches 
of the disease are those that became 
infected late last year, probably In 
August and September. .Symp- 
toms of infection are not easily no- 
ticed in the fall when leaves are 
turning color. 

Symptoms of Dutch elm disease 
are wilting, yellowing and dying 
leaves on ope or more branches of 
elm trees. When bark of infected 
branches is peeled, there are broken 
streaks under the bark. 

Residents noting any sick-looking 
elms should report them to their 
village or town officials. The trees 
will then be sampled and checked 
to determine if the disease is pres) 
ent. J 

Elms that are affected should be 
removed as soon as possible to help 
keep the disease from spreading.
